FASHIONS AT BIARRITZ 


By GRACE DRAKE 


IARRITZ is a town of many con- 

trasts, it offers more variety, more 
interest and more color than any other 
seaside resort in France, and it is the 
most expensive as well as the most 
aristocratic of the European resorts. 
Its summer guests represent a congre- 
gation of the elite of Spain, England, 
France and America. The villa life 
is delightful rotating in a circle whose 
orbit takes in the Bar Basque, the 
Miramar Plage and bar, the Cote des 
Basques and Silver Grill, which is be- 
low the cliffs of the Helianthe Hotel. 
The Silver Grill is new this season 
and belongs to the Hotel Miramar 
management, and all of these afore- 
said are in Biarritz. The Chambre 
d@’Amour and swimming pool with its 
restaurant which belongs to the Mir- 
amar, the Chiberta Country Club and 
Casanova are all in one direction, the 
Polo Club in another and the Canot 
Club is still in another direction and 
still farther away. All of these last 
named places are very expensive and 
so far removed from town that a car 
is a necessity. The Chambre d’Amour 
is on the sea and people go there to 
bathe in the sea or pool, and lunch, 
tea or dine or merely take an aperitif. 
The Canot Club is new this year. It 
is a smart motor boat club at Bayonne, 
four miles away, with exclusive mem- 
bership. 

The Thursday gala dinners at the 
Miramar have been brilliant this sea- 
son, as have the Harry Pilcer galas 
at the Hotel du Palais. At midnight, 
all the smart world goes to the Ca- 
sino or to Casanova, an ultra smart 
and expensive place miles out of Biar- 
ritz in the woods. The height of the 
season is around the twentieth of Au- 
gust and is over by September fif- 
teenth, although the villa crowd re- 
main longer. There is no tranquility at 
Biarritz. People dash in motors from 
one distant point to another equally 
distant. The world sleeps until mid4- 
day, bathes, golfs at three o’clock goes 
to the Polo at five, dines at ten and 
goes to bed at sunrise. Crowded in 
some where are dress fittings, for here 
it is that the new winter collections 
are first tried out after the August 
showings in Paris. 


TN THE big dressmaking houses at 

Biarritz, needles have flown fast 
the last few weeks stitching yards and 
yards of lace and tulle into beautiful 
gowns, and it is interesting to note 
the fashionable trend of the new dress- 
es made in Biarritz and first worn 
there and soon to be carried to the 
four quarters of the globe. As great- 
est interest centers about the feet, we 
will begin with the hem, of the even- 
ing gowns. 

The instep length is the season's 
offering. For the most part, evening 
skirt lengths are even all around and 
neatly cover the ankles, so that the 
slippers are seen and a new note is 
accented here, for many evening slip- 
pers show large rhinestone buckles, 
either square, round or oval. These 
buckles, flashing in and out from the 
hemline, give a finishing touch which 
seems to exactly complete the cos- 
tume. Another important note about 
the hemline is that while the bottom 
of the skirt is very full, this fullness 
does not slink about the feet but falls 
away from the feet in rippling folds. 
Three dresses were remarked, with 





the hemline stiffened. One velvet 
dress had the edge of the skirt itself 
stiffened, another showed a_ hoop 
skirted petticoat, and another had the 
bottom of the petticoat or foundation 
stiffened all around as if it had been 
starched. But this stiffening does not 
interfere with the supple, undulating 
movement of the skirt. In each case 
the fullnes falls in soft folds. This 
bell skirted fullness begins at the 
knees, and the upper skirt portion is 
closely fitted and well molded to the 
figure in the back. 

Princess and belted models share 
equal honors. Bodices show fewer 
capes and boleros than last winter and 
there are no loose ends or tags. The 
favorite decolletee is perhaps a long, 
slim deep V in the back with the 
point caught by a diamond clip. Most 
dresses at Biarritz showed bodices 
with the shoulder pieces cut in with 
the bodice, and the square decolletee 
in front was in high favor. 

In fabrics, plain georgette leads with 
lace a close second. Some tulle was 
seen and flowered chiffon. One dress 
and jacket, of black and roseprinted 
chiffon, showed an interesting jacket 
treatment. The black ground was 
beaded solidly with jet beads bringing 
into high relief the rose flowers. An 
occasional taffeta was seen, supple sa- 
tin in black and white and some 
moire, 

Outstanding color notes were not 
marked, but much black and white 
was seen. Shades of pink were spe- 
cially observed in a pearl shell tone 
and a pale shade like the heart of a 
watermelon not too ripe. 

Ermine bands were used as trim- 
ming on black dresses, and coats and 
light wraps showed bands of ermine, 
sable and fox. 

The jewels most in favor were pearls 
around the neck and diamond brace- 
lets. Any number of glace kid gloves 
were seen in white for evening and 
black gloves were of suede and worn 
with black dresses. Most gloves 
reached to the elbow but two or three 
pairs were noted coming above the 
elbows. Handkerchiefs were not con- 
spicuous but one of white chiffon 
printed with rose flowers was as large 
as a lunch cloth. 


"THE Bar Basque is an amazing 

place. At seven in the evening 
the cars begin to roll up in front of 
the terrace and from then on until 
nine o’clock, a steady stream of people 
pass in and out. During the day on 
the beaches people wear pajamas but 
at evening to go to the Basque Bar, 
the ladies dress as if they were going 
to the Ritz for tea. More immaculate 
white kid gloves were seen at the Bar 
Basque than any place else in Biarritz. 
Speaking of day gloves, many mannish 
ones of white chamois or doeskin 
were seen with outside stitchings in 
black. 

White has had a tremendous vogue 
this fall for day wear. More dresses 
of white crepe de chine were worn at 
Biarritz than of any other material, 
either sleeveless with short matching 
jackets or odd jackets. 

Rose in pinky shades was the lead- 
ing color after white and much linen 
blue was seen. Silk day dresses in 
length were fifteen inches from the 
floor, or four inches down from the 
bend of the knee in the back, but the

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new cloth dresses for autumn are 
about twelve inches from the floor, 
and all practical and dressy sport 
clothes show these lengths and even 
all around. The backs of skirts for. 
day are plain with the fronts flared 
by godets or groups of double or single 
pleats or flat box pleats. Ninety per- 
cent. of all the day dréss2s seen vere 
f white in crepe de chine, tussah, flat 
crepe, crepe marocain or some smooth, 
soft supple silk with a flat dull sur- 
face. Without exception, these dresses 
were made in one piece and, as I said 
before, sleeveless and with and with- 
out matching jackets. : 


Not a few dressy sports were made 
of white georgette made on the same 
lines as the practical sports and these 
dresses had the same lengths as the 
practical sports and showed even hem. 
lines. White dresses at Biarritz af. 
ford more comfort, owing to the heat, 
than colored dresses or printed silks 
or printed chiffons. 


For day wear with sports clothes, 
wide hats with irregular brims pushed 
off the forehead, were seen of various 
straw types, rough straw, braided 
straws, milan, bakou and shiny, fine 
straws, usually banded with narrow 
ribbons matching dresses or with 
plain white or black bands. These 
straw hats were large and when small 
hats were worn they were of the beret 
type knitted of silk or wool. Fewer 
berets were seen than is usual in 
Biarritz, their place having been taken 
by the knitted turbans and hats of the 
beret type. 


Flat white patent leather bags are 
having a tremendous vogue at Biarritz 
carried with white dresses as well as 
with dresses of light colors. Not many 
scarfs were seen, 


— life at Biarritz and Saint- 

Jean-de-Luz presents a totally dif- 
ferent aspect from that of the Riviera 
The Riviera on the Mediterranean 
with Africa on its opposite shores, 
takes on the indolent, lazy life of the 
Far East, but Biarritz is stimulated 
by the breezes of the Atlantie with 
New York on the other side, and the 
restlessness of the Western civilization 
is borne across the waves and reflected 
in the life at Biarritz. On the Riviera 
one gives up to the heat, and relaxa 
tion is the key note, and no one dress 
es or does any thing during the day 
but bathe and idle away the hours on 
the burning sands of the beaches. 

At all the Basque coasts life is lived 
in the seclusion of tents, and while 
the sunburn vogue is high in favor, 
after all the beach life among the 
smart set at Biarritz is only an inci 
dent in the life of the place. Compara 
tively speaking, Biarritz visitors spend 
little time on the beaches, an hour or 
two a day at midday and the rest of 
the time is spent dashing about in mo 
tors. 


Since the time when the beloved 
Empress Eugenie first set the fashion 
at Biarritz, and shocked and upset a 
scandalized court, by bathing in the 
Atlantic, Biarritz has been a rendez 
vous for kings and through all the 
years it has never lost a certain tone 
of elegance and regality. ; 

Pajamas are worn to and from the 
beach, but not in the hotels and res 
taurants or on the streets. Down 
stairs opposite the bar in the Miramar 
Hotel is an open air restaurant where 
people lunch in pajamas and bathing 
suits but at the Hotel du Palais, which 
was once the home of the Empress 
Eugenie, a sign is posted stating that 
clients in bathing suits and pajames 
may not enter the dining room. 

Therefore beach raiment does no! 
take on great importance at Biarrit: 
People do not wear jewels in the wa 
ter, nor paint their toe nails, nor i: 
there anything striking or startlins 
in their beach attire. Visitors at Biar 
ritz do not go in for lying on the 
beach and burning in the sun

The Garter King of Arms 


HE death of Sir Henry Farnham 
Burke, Garter King of Arms, de 
prives the College of Arms of one of 
its best known 


allowance 


and most widely es- 
teemed members, as well as of its most 
authoritative genealogist. Garter King 
is head of the College, and, as one of 
his colleagues said: “He was espe- 
cially valuable to us, because everyone 
liked him, and in consequence he knew 
everyone and went everywhere.” Gar- 
ter King of Arms is responsible for 
all matters concerning the grant of 
arms in England and the overseas 
Empire. Sir Henry belonged to a line 
of famous genealogists. 
grandson of the 


He was a 
John Burke who 
founded the celebrated “Peerage.” the 
first issue of which appeared in 1826 
under the title of “A Genealogical and 
Heraldic Dictionary of the Peerage 
and Baronetage of the United King- 
dom.” His father, Sir John Bernard 
Burke, who became Ulster King of 
Arms, and Keeper of the State Papers 
in Ireland, edited “Burke” from 1847, 
when it became an annual, until his 
death in 1892. Appointments of Kings 
of Arms and other officers of the Col- 
lege of Arms are made by the Sove- 
reign, acting on the advice of the 
Duke of Norfolk, who is hereditary 
Earl Marshal of England. During the 
minority of the present Duke, who 
came of age last year, the office was 
exercised by his uncle, Viscount Fitz- 
alan. It will be the duty of the youth- 
ful Duke to recommend to his Majesty 
a successor to Sir Farnham 
Burke. It is probable that the choice 
will fall upon Mr. G. Woods Wollaston, 
Norroy King of Arms, who has acted 
as deputy Garter King during the fatal 
ilness of Sir Henry.

The wonderful patina of the pan- 
elling—an inlay of satiny Boxwood

And in the 
effulgent beauty of this gem-room 
harmony pervades, as it strikes a 
sonorous chord blending the ancient 
grandeur of Church and State ming- 
led with the clear high notes of early 
Christian faith and the whole muted 
softly by the forebearance of modern 
restraint. 

Melody seems to emanate from the 
13th Century French antiphonaire, 
as is called the book of devotion 
with sacred music, which rests on an 
exquisite 16th century Venetian lec- 
tern, while nearby is a 9th century 
travelling altar. There is nothing 
narrow or stupid—deadly or dull 
about this room, neither does it 
savor of a museum or blatantly 
trumpet wealth. It is a room into 
which its owner had put much 
thought and, on the principle that 
one only gets out of life what one 
puts into it, it must have served him 
with interest. It might not appeal 
even to those who could afford to 
indulge their fancies ... it is a room 
for contemplation, not for action. 
But to me it seemed a remarkable 
room—a “‘living’’ room, inasmuch as 
it reflected a soul which had been 
nourished to contentment — on 
beauty! 

And so it is that Autumn furnish- 
ing suggests an adventure with 
beauty. It is a stimulating thought 

the very word ‘“adventure’”’ indi- 
cative of a Peter Pan-ish prank mak- 
ing the blood flow swiftly in our 
veins. .In the interest of acquiring 
one precious room it would seem 
that we might capture that elusive 
elixir of youthful zest and at the 
same time—with the wisdom of ex- 
perience—use it to advantage for 
severely contemplating beauty as a 
companion on an endless adventur_! 


Beauty and Economy 


[* HAS been found that the machine, 
however efficient, does not satisfy 
the soul. It is proving only too true 
that “Man cannot live by bread alone.” 
In a flood of recent “Main Street” 
books we have been shown all too gra- 
phically what drab, barren, uneventful 
lives we live. Yet, most of our towns 
are colorless and anything but inspir- 
ing, and so perhaps a wistful longing 
comes over us to recapture some of 
the beauty that seemed to promise in 
the fascinating years of childhood. 

Even the hard-headed practical busi 
ness man may make a cult of decrying 
whatever savors of beauty as some- 
thing effeminate, the work of long- 
haired dreamers. Yet that same man 
often insists on good-looking furniture, 
a beautiful etching or painting in his 
office, or he spends much time picking 
out just the right cravat or a new 
spring suit. He gets away as soon as 
he can to go out to a golf course, cun 
ningly landscaped, and for his vaca 
tion he goes to the mountains, or the 
shore, or the woods, where nature is 
at her most perfect. 

No, the demand for beauty is innate, 
and while a certain Puritanical hold 
over and a childish expression of red 
bloodedness may induce us to repress 
outwardly our need for beauty, never 
theless it is there waiting for release. 
All that was needed was that good 
looks should become “the thing.’ The 
turning point has come. Today beauty 
is no longer looked at askance. Today 
we can insist on attractiveness in ou! 
surroundings without being thought 
queer. No longer do we have to make 
our towns merely safe, healthy and 
convenient. Openly we can make them 
attractive as well. 

However, that which appeals to the 
eye, that which is really attractive, 
does not just happen. It is rarely acci 
dental. Beauty is not a cosmetic, ap 
plied to a building or town. It is not 
super-imposed by planting geraniums 
or putting filigreed ornaments on 
lamp-posts. It is fundamental and 
basic in the design of any object. 

Frederick Law Olmsted once said, 
“Beauty is a closer approach to prac- 
tical perfection in the adaption of 
means to ends than is required to meet 
the merely economic standard.” Good 
looks is doing the efficient thing more 
appropriately. It means making the 
bridge or the museum or the factory 
look the part, express its function, as 
well as serve its purpose. In any case 
design implies good taste. Without 
taste there can be no real beauty, but 
the great work of art, the building or 
the town that will live down through 
the ages, must have in its design that 
same inspired vision on the part of 
the creator that characterizes all the 
great works of art that have come 
down to us. 

The interesting part of it is that 
this extra effort, this good taste, this 
appropriateness, this inspiration, need 
add nothing to the cost. As a matter 


of fact, experience proves it may even 
Save cost because good taste usually 
means simplification, and simplifica- 
tion means the elimination of non- 
essentials. The attractive model A 
costs no more than its ugly old sister, 
the model T. 

Somehow our towns, so well planned 
for safety, health and efficiency, have 
failed to inspire our enthusiasm. True, 
we were boosters for our town because 
it was the thing to do; it was expected 
of us, but any other town would have 
done just as well if our family and our 
work happened to be there. No, the 
town lacks charm. It lacks appeal. To 
be sure, nature gave the town a good 
start, but from then on the’ few that 
loved nature had a cecnstant losing 
fight to keep even that inheritance in- 
tact. The town may have buildings of 
great historical value or of unique Co- 
lonial architecture, but one after an- 
other they disappear. 

Our fathers planted street trees be- 
cause they loved trees. They have be- 
come one of the great assets of the 
town, and yet the lineman ruthlessly 
slashes great gashes through them, 
with only the most feeble protest on 
our part. We have betrayed our trust. 
The misguided business man insists on 
felling the great elms in front of his 
store. A curious idea seems to have 
insinuated itself over the country that 
trees harm business, and yet the best 
business streets either in Washington 
or Paris are lined with trees. 

In any case, if trees must be re- 
moved on account of imperative road- 
way widening, by all means new ones 
should be planted to replace them. For- 
tunately today planning boards all

dn't 


over the country are insisting in their 
planning regulations that all subdivid 
ers shall plant trees along their 
streets. Perhaps there is no one thing 
certainly nothing that costs so little 
that can make “The City Beautiful” 
“Ss street trees. 

Street lighting fixtures, hydrants, 
letterboxes and fire alarm boxes are 
all important. Not many years ago 
anything would do. Today the fixture 
supply houses have vastly improved 
their designs. The result is much 
more attractive street perspective. 


Progress of Television 


A FURTHER stride, and a long one, 
. was marked in the progress of 
television when a talking film, oper 
ated from a studio, was seen and heard 
by an audience in a London theatre 
It was not to be expected that the 
result would be perfect, any more 
than those obtained in the first experl- 
ments of cinematography itself would 
be considered perfect in the light of 
present day achievements; but the 
success of the demonstration gives 
great promise for the future. It fore- 
shadows the time when all cinema 
theatres will have their own television 
screens, and will be supplied with pro- 
grammes by a great central studio. In- 
deed, it is not at all impossible that 
some day we shall not have to go to 
the cinema at all, but shall have our 
own home apparatus, just as we have 
our own wireless sets by which we are 
kept in touch with the rest of the 
world
